DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
Application Publication Number 2004/001 1098 to Yang. 

Yang discloses a dial lock (3) for a traveling bag, wherein a means for rotating a bolt of 
the dial lock (11) between a locking position and unlocking position of a lock (paragraph 27) is 
provided in addition to a function of the dial lock (via dials 3 1), as in claim 1 . 

Yang also discloses the rotary means provided at each traveling bag is a rotary body (1) 
capable of being rotated by a common key (via key hole 1 1 1), as in claim 2, as well as a rotary 
plate (1 1) having a key hole (1 1 1) for the common key is formed to have an oval-like shape 
(figure 2 shows the rotary plate is oval-like) obtained by cutting off both sides of a disk shape 
(the oval-like shape is cylindrical with two sides removed), as in claim 3.
